NOTED ENGLISHMAN TELLS IM- 


PBESSIOUS OF THE WEST. 


Itlgrave. Institute Attache Writes 


a London Paper His Im- 


anscioiu of the Missouri 


Valley. 


Harold 
Spender, 
noted 
English 


'journalist, -who visited Lincoln with 
the Sulgrave Institute party 
two 


months ago, has been writing his im- 
pressions Of America for the Lbndon 
Dally Telegraph. Describing a part 
of 
his journey of discovery, Mr. 


Spender says he made "a lightning 
tour of the mid-west" in three Octor>er 
days, traveling thru Kansas, Nebraska 
and South Dakota, into Minnesota. "In 
tais brief space of time," he writes, 
"we have visited five important cities 
of the mid-west—-cities so young and 
yet so splendid, so modern and yet so 
finished, so enterprising and yet so se- 
cure. 


"What are the impressions left on 


British minds after this rapid survey? 
There la, first, the 
Impressions of 


amazing natural resource* being de- 
veloped at 
lightning speed by the 


quickest Intelligence yet seen on this 
planet .Take that great valley of the 
Missouri river, up which we traveled 
from Kansas City, thru Lincoln and 
Omaha to Sioux Falls. So Tien is the 
soil, so fertile to a depth of about 100 
teet that at - present no cultivator 
needs artificial aid for the production 
of those rich 
and 
bountiful crops 


which make ,this part of America the 
granary Of the. .world. . . . Dotted 
thruout, this ^tremendous country are 
Lincoln, Omaha, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul. In these cities capitalists collect 
the wealth of the soil, turning the corn 
into flour and hogs into bacon, con- 
verting at immense speed the vast 
varied products of these river valleys 
into food both for their own continent 
and for ours. Everything is on a colos- 
•sal scale." 


The University of Kansas, at Law- 


rence, was ^-an 
eye-opener 
to Mr. 


Spender and his party. "A gigantic 
university, with 5,000 students, young 
men and young women," he found 
there, "with every variety of 'faculty,' 
from, classics to dentistry." 


"These young men and 
young 


women," he wrote, "for the most part, 
from the scattered farms of Kansas. 
They are trained in all the scientific 
sides of their agricultural pursuits and 
they go back to ran their farms in the 
most up-to-date fashion, linked to the 
world by the universal motor car and 
the universal telephone, noir supple- 
mented by the extending radio. That is 
the reason which explains why you 
will find on the remote farms of the 
mid-west men of the highest intelli- 
gence and culture." 


One Sunday morning he spent wan- 


dering thru the poorer districts of Lin- 
coln, Neb., and "talking to the worK- 
ingmen hi the little wooden houses 
that straggle along the unpaved sfde- 
•walks and half-made roads that lie be- 
hind the flashing glory of the Main 
streets." 


"Average Man's Dwelling." 


Chancing upon "an average man's 


dwelling—a little, tinpaiftted shacK," 
he discovered '"the Inevitable Ameri- 
can rocking chair." An Old womafl arid 
an old workingman were rocking ia 
the sun. The woman showed him thru 
her house. The fefit wa» J250 a year. 
There were two lodgers and the old 
woman slept in the kitchen. 
• "She was a widow Of 76.1 told her 


of our English old age pensions—10 
shillings a week for those above 70. 
aiflr eyes sparkled. 
'Ah!' she said, 


'that Is the country for a poor old 
woman to live in.' 
"The old painter, tho lodger, then 


talked In hie slow, cheerful. American 
way. 
He was working eight hours a, 


day and receiving 60 cents (half a i 
crown) an hour. He had nothing to 
complain of. except prices. 
' 


Mr. Spender discovered in the mid- 


dle west the "grade school" built of 
wood, and he wondered what the Brit- 
ish nrp insurance companies would 
say, and he sat in the car, "feeling 
gently stunned—as a poor Britisher 
so often does at the achievements of 
this all<:onquering civilization." 


Free public schools, supported by 


taxation, started the British journal- 
ist along a line of mental Inquiry as to 
whether the Tourden of all our collec- 
tive taxes on the middle class Ameri- 
can is not too heavy for the benefits 
derived. Thus he de&cants: 


Price* and Spent..ng. 


"For this middle class man, here as 


in England, who often sends his chil- 
dren to a private school, does not gain 
so very much from all this expendi- 
ture. Like that old lady in the back 
street at'Lincoln, he, too, would pre- 
fer some benefits of a more fleshy 
kind. Prices mount all the time. 


"Still, the authorities are spending 


with both hands. Perhaps the expendi- 
ture on roads Is the greatest of all. 
Concrete roads are being cut at ex- 
press speed right across the mid-west. 
There will shortly be a continuous con- 
ciete road, without a single break, 
from Kansas state to New York. Al- 
ready motorists drive all the way from 
Minneapolis to California. The other 
day 1 met a man who had taken a mo- 
tor tour of four thousands miles right 
thru Canada. No wonder the railway 
companies are becoming alarmed. 


"It really looks as It the motor car, 


running on a vast state system of con- 
crete roads, and passing fiom good ho- 
tel to hotel in these beautuul «iti<s, 
might in the end seriously challenge 
the Ameri-cau railway." 


But the English visitor found some- 


thing else He asked somebody in one 
city where' the 
poor lived and was 


told: "Away down among the facto- 
ries." 
"But the poor man of today, here, is 


the nch man of tomorrow," he discov- 
ers. . . . "There are so many ways of 
getting rich in a new -country. You 
find an oil well in your back garden, or 
you invent a "new 'soft drmk'—perhaps 
with a subtle flavor which just outwits 
the prohibition act; or you' invent a 
new cardboard cup, oc a new way of 
drinking out of a ginger beer bottle 
nicely without using a glass; or a new 
safety razor, or a new motor car—and 
there" you are, You have arrived and 
you build a suburban palace and move 
from the factory side of the city to the 
palace side; and you give up politics 
and found a college. You Quarrel with 
your wife and sons; you.are chased by 
reporters, and you enjoy an envied, 
miserable old age."

How to Bring Real Relief 


To Some Very Painful Burns

MONG the most common of human ailments is the 
pain from burns and scalds. Matches, hot stoves, 
sputtering lard, curling irons, fire crackers— 


there are innumerable ways of meeting with this en- 
comfortable experience. 


The seriousness of a'burn depends on its depth 


and the extent of the surface involved. The age of the 
patient and the part of the body damaged play a part. 
Very old persons and very young children are more 
likely to suffer badly even from moderate burns. 


Not only is the immediate outcome disagreeable. 


but also the secondary effects of a burn are sometimes 
exceedingly grave. Infection, due to carelessness in the 
treatment of the burn, or later from accidents, may result in pus forma- 
tion and blood poisoning. 


If there is extensive Involvement of- 


the ekln surfaces the patient may suf- 
fer from shock and may die. 


If the head, chest or abdomen are 


badly burned the brain or internal or- 
gans may be Involved. 


If tho patient suiters from shock- 


that Is, if he is pale, cold, faint, sick at 
his stomach, and very weak—he needs 
careful treatment. Send for your fam- 
ily doctor at once, put tho patient to 
bed. keep his head low, cover him with 
blankets, surround him with hot water

farm organizations adopt a definite 
program in the interest of agriculture. 
It will not embrace any really radical 
propositions, but will include those in 
T.hich the farmers have been inter- 
ested. The union, the bureau, the var- 
ious farm marketing associations and 
elevator and stock companies and the 
like will be asked to join in the de- 
termination of this program- Then it 
Trill be put up to the members of the 
legislature to adopt and back. 
J. N. Norton, of Polk, who several 


months ago suggested 
the organiza- 


tion of a "farm, bloc" in the coming 
legislature was in Lincoln today on 
his way home from Wahoo where he 
apoke at a farmers' banquet, and he 
suggested that farmers actively inter- 
ested in farm legislation meet in Lin- 
coln during the week of organized 
igrteulture and agree upon a definite 
legislative program. 
Fanner members of the legislature, 


he said, should be asked to Join in this 
meeting and when the program is 
finally adopted the members of the 
legislature who are willing to back 
the program will be asked to form a 
"farm bloc" to back such a program 
m the legislature. 


"There 
are a number 
of major 


issues," he said "upon which all farm 
organizations are agreed; for instance 
a state income tact; rural credits; 
necessary changes in the present 
levenue law; tax reduction; removal 
of the party circle and other meas- 
ures which could be agreed upon at 
such a conference and be enacted into 
law by the united effort of a "farm 
bloc" in the legislature. 
"In every legislative session" he 


added, "bills are 
introduced which 


are admittedly detrimental to the best 
interests of the farmers, and a "farm 
bloc" will serve the interests of agri- 
culture in that case by its united op- 
position to such measures also. 
"Altho not officially connected wits 
^ any particular one of the various farm 


organizations" he said "yet as a mem- 
ber of several of them I am anxious 
that they work together rn this ef-, 
fort, for after all the laimer Is not 
thinking about the question of credit 
for bringing about good legislation, 
but is primarily interested in securing 
the desired .results."

SOME 'NEW LEGISLATORS FAVOR 


REDUCTION IN TAXES. 


But They Except Federa'. Aid for! 


Road Work and Eradication of 


Tuberculosis in Cattle. 


Several new members of the legis- 


lature whose views have been sought 
by different associations are said to 
have made it plain that they are in- 
tensively in earnest in regard to re- 
duction of taxes and that they oppose 
federal aid or the matching of dollars 
with Uncle Sam, but among those who 
nave answered nearly every one ex- 
cepts federal aid for road making pur- 
poses and for, the eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis. They are willing to 
match dollars for these two purposes. 


Governor McKelvie 
recently said 


federal aid is responsible for more 
than 50 per cent of the increase in 
state taxes. 
If members of the leg- 


islature desire a reduction of taxes it 
is difficult for experienced legislators 
to understand how they can hope to 
reduce state taxes 
very materially 


when the state 
appropriations for 


road work and eradication of bovine 
tuberculosis were two of the largest 
in the list of two years ago. 


The legislature of 1921 appropriated 


$2,133,7<l"l fo meet federal aid for road 
work. Later a special session of the 
legislature cut ?366,S70 from that ap- 
propriation, leaving it at $1,766,870. 


The 1921 legislature appropriated 


$285,000 for eradication of bovine »u 
berculosis and glanders in horses. The 
special session cut this item to $235,* 
000, leaving a total of ?235,000. 


The war on tuberculosis in twenty- 


one counties, known as co-operative 
area work carried on by the state and 
federal government, has ceased 
be- 


cause of the exhaustion of that funds. 
The state's work of testing dairy cat- 
tle is compulsory ar/d will continue, 
enough funds being held in reserve 
for that purpose fay Leo Stuhr, secre- 
tary of agriculture. Farmer interests 
have since called upon Governor Mc- 
Kelvie and Governor-elect 
Charles 


W. Bryan to ascertain if there is not 
some way whereby the testing of cat- 
tle in the co-operative state and fed- 
eral work cannot be continued. Some 
of these interests are willing to waive 
the payment of indemnity by 
the 


state and federal government. The 
state cannot now pay this indemnity 
and it is understood the federal gov- 
ernment will not if the state ceases to 
do so.

He says he deeded his 
property over to his wife who is now 
living in luxury in Ft Dodge, Iowa, 
while he will practically be penniless 
when he gets out 
He has been in 


prison six years. Following Newsum, 
County Attorney Dowling of Madison 
testified 
substantiating 
Newsum's 


story and declaring that he believed 
Newsum's plea of guilty was because 
of his depressed condition and fear of 
his wife with whom he had had 
trouble. 


J. F. Mills, an elderly man from 


Scottsbluffs county. 
also 
serving 


twenty years for incestuous relations 
with his daughter Barta, also con- 
tended that he is innocent tho he 
pleaded guilty 
when tried. Mills 


claims that the officials forced him to 
plead guilty by telling him that all 
of his family was to appear against 
him, and by not permitting him to 
confer with them. 


He says his lawyer recommended 


that he plead guilty, as he would then 
only get a four months sentence. "I 
employed that lawyer and paid him
